Crisis Shutting Down 
Commerce, Likely 


for Months

In some places, public officials 
and private business owners 
moved with stunning speed. In 
others, paralyzing hesitancy, defi- 
ant bravado or blithe disregard 
dominated. But by Monday, it was 
clear everywhere that most of the 
American economy was grinding 
to an unparalleled halt and would 
remain that way for months. 

California took some of the most 
aggressive steps to curb the 
spread of the coronavirus, with 
San Francisco and its surrounding 
counties telling residents to “shel- 
ter in place” and not leave their 
homes unless necessary. Primary 
elections in Georgia, Kentucky 
and Louisiana were postponed. 

On the East Coast, Gov. Phil 
Murphy of New Jersey recom- 
mended a blanket curfew from 8 
p.m. to 5 a.m. for his state’s nine 
million residents. In New York, 
owners, waiters, chefs and bar- 
tenders arrived for work on Mon- 
day as if for a funeral, ordered to 
close by Tuesday morning. 

On Wall Street, brokers and an- 
alysts were acting as if an eco- 
nomic collapse were inevitable, 
despite the Federal Reserve’s 
emergency moves on Sunday 
night to stoke economic growth 
through an aggressive bond-buy- 
ing program. The S&P 500 fell 
nearly 12 percent on Monday, and 
global oil prices slid below $30 a 
barrel, the lowest level in more 
than four years. 

With the stock market tumbling 
and anxiety coursing through 
many communities, President 
Trump on Monday afternoon an- 
nounced federal guidelines that 
he said were meant to “blunt the 
infection now.” He warned against 
gatherings of more than 10 people, 
saying people should work from 
home when possible and avoid 
restaurants and bars. 

Those actions are voluntary, 
though, and Mr. Trump said he 
was not considering a national 
quarantine now but may consider 
one in “certain hot spots.”

WASHINGTON — President 
Trump, under pressure to take 
more significant steps to slow the 
spreading coronavirus, recom- 
mended on Monday that Ameri- 
cans stop unnecessary travel and 
avoid bars, restaurants and 
groups of more than 10 people, as 
he warned that the outbreak could 
extend well into the summer. 

The national guidelines, which 
also advise home schooling and 
the curtailing of visits to nursing 
homes and long-term-care facili- 
ties, are the most robust response 
so far from the Trump administra- 
tion. But the guidelines, which of- 
ficials described as a trial set, are 
not mandatory and fall short of a 
national quarantine and internal 
travel restrictions, which many 
health officials had urged. 

And they do not reflect the ur- 
gency of actions taken around the 
world as governments in Italy, 
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The virus’s effects may last un- 
til August, the president said. 


France, Spain and elsewhere be- 
gan imposing stringent lock- 
downs on citizens. Even within 
the United States, local govern- 
ments were imposing shelter-at- 
home orders and police-enforced 
quarantine zones. 

“So it seems to me that if we do a 
really good job, we’ll not only hold 
the death down to a level that is 
much lower than the other way 
had we not done a good job,” Mr. 
Trump said, “but people are talk- 
ing about July, August, something 
like that.”

Lonely Deaths and Funerals 
As the Bodies Pile Up in Italy

ROME — At around midnight 
on Wednesday, Renzo Carlo Testa, 
85, died from the coronavirus in a 
hospital in the northern Italian 
town of Bergamo. Five days later, 
his body was still sitting in a coffin, 
one of scores lined head-to-toe in 
the church of the local cemetery, 
which is itself closed to the public. 

His wife of 50 years, Franca Ste- 
fanelli, would like to give him a 
proper funeral. But traditional 
services are illegal throughout It- 
aly now, part of the national re- 
strictions against gatherings and 
going out that have been put in 


place to try to stem the spread of 
Europe’s worst outbreak of the co- 
ronavirus. In any case, she and 
her sons could not attend anyway, 
because they are themselves sick 
and in quarantine. 

“It’s a strange thing,” Ms. Ste- 
fanelli, 70, said, struggling to ex- 
plain what she was going through. 
“It’s not anger. It’s impotence in 
the face of this virus.”
